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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
MANSFIELD  WOODHOUSE  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  vital  statistics  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1961. 

The  statistics  given  in  the  report  are  based  on  the  estimated 
mid-year  population  of  the  Urban  District  as  issued  by  the 
Registrar  General.  For  the  year  1961  the  mid-year  population  was 
given  as  20,030  an  increase  of  1,300  over  the  previous  year.  The 
number  of  inhabited  houses  rose  from  6,103  to  6,550  during  1961 
resulting  in  an  increased  rateable  value  amounting  to  £197,716. 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  445  i.e. 
44  more  than  1960  thus  giving  a  birth  rate  (corrected)  of  21. 54  per 
1,000  population  compared  with  17.4  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 
The  number  of  illegitimate  births  totalled  20  i.e.  one  less  than  in 
1960.  The  illegitimate  birth  rate  was,  thus,  44.94  per  1,000  live 
births  as  against  a  national  rate  of  59.  Stillbirths  showed  a 
decrease  of  4  on  the  previous  year  giving  a  rate  of  15.49  per  1,000 
total  (live  and  still)  births. 

Deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  numbered  7,  i.e.  one 
less  than  in  1960.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  15.73  per  1,000 
live  births.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  21.6.  It  is  pleas¬ 
ing  to  note  that  for  the  past  five  years  the  rate  for  the  Urban 
District  has  been  well  below  the  national  rate  with  the  exception 
of  the  year  1959  when  both  rates  were  practically  the  same. 

Deaths  numbered  173,  10  more  than  in  1960.  The  number  of 
male  deaths  exceeded  the  female  deaths  by  41.  The  death  rate  for 
the  District  was  8.6  per  1,000  of  the  population,  the  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  12.  The  total  number  of  deaths  due  to 
cancer  showed  a  decrease  from  35  in  1960  to  23  during  1961. 
Deaths  from  lung  cancer,  however,  increased  from  6  to  7  and  once 
again  all  those  involved  were  males.  Of  the  7,  4  could  be  regarded 
as  moderate  smokers  i.e.  under  10  cigarettes  per  day,  the  remain¬ 
ing  three,  which  included  the  two  youngest,  smoked  anything  from 
25  to  35  each  day.  Another  cause  of  death  which  can  also  be 
partly  attributed  to  smoking,  namely,  Chronic  Bronchitis,  has 
shown  an  increase  as  well.  Here,  too,  males  are  the  chief  sufferers. 
Many  of  those  with  this  complaint  seem  to  think,  in  fact,  are  con¬ 
vinced  that  smoking  does  them  good  e.g.  “It  gets  the  phlegm  up 
in  the  mornings.”  If  these  people  could  only  be  persuaded  other¬ 
wise  they  would  soon  realise  how  much  better  off  there  were  in 
consequence. 


The  number  of  fatal  accidents  was  double  that  for  1960.  Once 
again  males,  only,  were  involved.  Two  of  these  were  classified  as 
motor  vehicle  accidents  and  the  remaining  six,  all  mining,  happened 
during  the  course  of  employment. 

SLUM  CLEARANCE . 

Four  houses  regarded  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation 
were  dealt  with  according  to  the  appropriate  sections  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1957,  one  such  house  was  dealt  with  informally  and 
twenty-five  houses  were  demolished. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS. 

The  scheme  providing  for  improvements  and  extensions  to  the 
existing  sewage  works  to  cope  with  the  increased  output  from  the 
new  housing  estates  was  the  subject  of  an  investigation  by  a  Senior 
Engineering  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Gov¬ 
ernment.  As  a  result  alternative  suggestions  for  dealing  with  the 
problem  were  made  but  as  these  were  regarded  as  unsuitable,  the 
plans,  as  prepared  by  the  Specialist  Consultant  Engineers,  were 
eventually  given  ministerial  approval, 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956. 

It  is  a  pleasure,  indeed,  to  congratulate  a  neighbouring  au« 
thority  on  taking  their  first  steps  in  declaring  a  Smoke  Control 
Area  within  their  boundaries.  At  the  same  time  it  must  be  under¬ 
stood  that  each  district  has  its  own  particular  problems,  to  over¬ 
come  before  such  an  area  can  be  established.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  in  their  enthusiasm  with  regard  to  this  aspect  of  public  health 
they  will  not  overlook  the  fact  that  the  nauseating  smell  emanating 
from  their  sewage  works  persists  and  is  a  great  source  of  annoy¬ 
ance  to  the  residents  in  that  part  of  our  Urban  District. 

HIGHWAYS  ACT,  1959. 

As  the  population  of  the  Urban  District  was  shown  in  the 
1961  Census  to  have  exceeded  20,000  for  the  first  time  it  was  de¬ 
cided  that  the  Council  be  recommended  to  exercise  the  rights  con¬ 
ferred  within  Section  45  of  the  Highways  Act,  1959,  and  the  eighth 
Schedule  thereof  and  accordingly  claim  to  undertake  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  County  Roads  situated  within  the  Urban  District  area. 
This  claim  was  submitted  to  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council 
for  consent. 


Once  again  1  would  like  to  thank  the  Members  of  th  e  Council 
for  their  co-operation  during  the  year  most  especially  with  regard 
to  the  priority  re-housing  of  those  in  need  through  ill-health  and 
in  overcrowded  accommodation.  I  would  also  like  to  express  my 
thanks  to  the  clerical  staff  for  their  invaluable  help  and  to  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  and  colleagues  in  other  Departments 
who  through  their  continued  efforts  have  endeavoured  to  maintain 
the  highest  possible  standards  in  the  sphere  of  environmental 
hygiene.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  in  conjunction  with  that  of  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  my  fifteenth  Annual  Report  on  the  work 
of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.  The  report  is  on  similar  lines  to 
those  of  previous  years  and  to  a  large  extent  summarises  my 
monthly  reports  to  the  Health,  Highway  and  Lighting  Committee 
and  the  Housing,  Town  Planning  and  Buildings  Committee  and 
where  necessary  appropiate  observations  have  been  made. 

Looking  back  it  is  difficult  to  pinpoint  the  achievements  of  the 
Department  during  this  period,  perhaps  because  the  main  purpose 
of  the  Health  Department’s  endeavours  is  prevention  and  the  ideal 
is  the  abolition  of  those  conditions  which  give  rise  to  ill-health  and 
disease  and  which  create  physical  discomfort  and  a  lack  of  social 
well-being  in  the  home.  In  this  particular  field  the  only  facet  of 
environment  which  has  not  been  improved  and  may  even  have 
deteriorted.  is  that  of  atmospheric  pollution.  The  difficult  problem 
of  controlling  smoke  from  domestic  chimneys  has  still  to  be  tackled 
but  there  is  little  doubt  that  one  day  clean  air  will  be  regarded 
as  equally  important  and  necessary  as  are  good  housing,  pure 
water,  safe  milk  and  clean  food  to-day. 

Houses  without  standard  amenities  are  certainly  sub-standard 
and  will  eventually  be  regarded  as  unfit  and  dealt  with  accord¬ 
ingly,  it  is  therefore,  to  be  regretted  that  more  property  owners  do 
not  take  advantage  of  the  “Standard  Grant”  scheme.  The  proced¬ 
ure  is  simple  and  quick  and  since  the  grant  is  a  “gift”  and  not  a 
“loan”  it  is  difficult  to  understand  the  slow  progress  being  made. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of 
the  loyalty  and  efficiency  cf  your  Public  Health  Department 
staff,  the  help  and  advice  given  by  Dr.  Carroll  and  the  co-op¬ 
eration  of  other  officials  of  the  Council  and  to  thank  the  Chair¬ 
men  of  the  Committees  and  all  Members  of  the  Council  for  their 
interest  and  support  throughout  the  year.

The  following  extract  taken  from  Circular  G.R.O.  (M.O.H.) 
No.  21  1957  issued  by  the  General  Register  Office  is  given  as  a 
guide  to  members  on  the  meaning  of  the  terms  “crude”  birth  and 
death  rate  and  “corrected”  (adjusted)  birth  and  death  rate 

“To  make  an  approximate  allowance  for  the  way  in  which  the 
sex  and  age  distribution  of  the  local  population  differs  from  that 
for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  the  crude  birth  and  death  rates 
for  the  area  should  be  multiplied  by  the  appropriate  area 
comparability  factor.  When  local  crude  birth  and  death  rates  have 
been  so  adjusted,  they  are  comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  or  with  the  corresponding  adjusted  rate  for 
any  other  area.  The  present  factors  are  derived  from  the  final  1951 
census  population.” 

The  area  comparability  factor  for  this  Urban  District  for  the 
year  1961  was  Births  0.97  and  Deaths  1.44. 


PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


The  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  the 
year  was  316,  a  decrease  of  74  on  the  previous  year.  The  majority 
of  the  case3  were  measles  which  continued  to  occur  in  large  num¬ 
bers  during  January  and  February.  March  saw  a  big  decline  in 
notifications  thus  bringing  to  an  end  the  epidemic  wnich  started 
in  the  month  of  October,  19(30.  The  age  and  sex  distribution  are 
show  in  the  table  on  page  19. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Thirty-seven  cases  in  all  were  notified  compared  with  17  in 
1930.  Five  of  these  were  admitted  to  the  Fever  Hospital  and  made 
an  uneventful  recovery. 

Poliomyelitis 

One  case  of  Acute  Paralytic  Poliomyelitis  occurred  during  the 
year.  It  was  that  of  a  seven  month  old  baby  boy.  The  foot,  only, 
was  affected  and  the  child  has  now  made  a  complete  recovery. 
This  case  had  not  been  vaccinated. 

Clinics  for  children  whose  parents  wished  to  be  safe-guarded 
by  vaccination  were  held  as  far  as  possible  at  monthly  intervals 
(depending  on  the  supply  of  vaccine)  The  evening  sessions  for 
adults  were  discontinued  owing  to  the  poor  response  to  all  our 
appeals. 

Dysentery. 

Four  cases  were  reported  during  the  year,  all  in  the  East 
Ward,  Two  of  the  cases,  mother  and  daughter,  were  found  to  be 
infected  with  Shigella  Sonnei.  In  the  other  members  of  this  family 
examination  of  specimens  proved  negative,  of  the  remaining  two 
notified  cases,  one  a  boy  aged  6  was  also  found  to  be  infected  with 
the  same  organism,  while  in  the  last  case  no  causative  organism 
was  identified.  There  was  no  apparent  connection  between  th  e 
three  households  and  the  occurrences  were  separated  by  approxi¬ 
mately  three  monthly  intervals.  The  exactsources  of  the  infections 
were  not  discovered. 

T  uberculosis. 

Nine  fresh  cises,  8  mile  and  1  female,  of  pulmonary  tuber¬ 
culosis  were  notified  during  the  year.  There  was  no  case  of  the 
non -pulmen iry  variety  notified  as  such  but  as  can  be  seen  from 
the  table  on  pige  15  one  of  the  nine  cases  had  involument  of  the 
spine. 


Although  5  notified  cases  entered  in  our  Tuberculosis  Register 
died  during  the  year  only  one  of  these  deaths  was  attributed 
directly  to  tuberculosis.  In  the  other  four  cases  the  primary  cause 
of  death  varied.  Nine  people,  1  male  and  8  females,  already  suffer¬ 
ing  from  this  complaint  came  to  reside  in  the  district  during  the 
year  and  six,  1  male  and  5  females  left  during  the  same  period.  A 
total  of  14  cases  were  regarded  by  the  Consultant  Chest  Physician 
to  have  recovered  completely.

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This  result  shows  the  water  to  be  physically  satisfactory  and 
chemically  pure.  Once  again  the  sample  shows  a  slight  reduction 
in  hardness  and  chlorides  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  trend,  first 
reported  last  year,  will  continue.  Nevertheless  the  water  is  still 
considered  to  be  very  hard  and  still  has  a  slightly  saline  taste.

The  daily  domestic  consumption  of  water  per  head  shows  a 
reduction  on  the  1960  figure  which  was  the  highest  ever  recorded. 
Compared  with  the  years  1931  and  1951  the  daily  domestic  consump¬ 
tion  per  head  of  population  shows  increases  of  11.9  gallons  and  6.2 
gallons  respectively.  As  more  older  type  houses  are  provided  with 
standard  amenities  the  average  domestic  daily  consumption  must 
continue  to  rise.

There  are  only  5  dwellings  in  the  district  without  public 
supply,  and  these  have  piped!  spring  water  (3  supplied  by 
hydraulic  ram,  one  supplied  by  gravitation  and  one  supplied 
by  mechanical  pump)  samples  taken  periodically  show  these 
supplies  to  be  of  satisfactory  bacteriological  purity. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 
Mansfield  Woodhouse  Area  : — 

With  the  exception  of  538  properties  which  drain  into 
Mansfield  Corporation  Works  the  remainder  of  the  area  is 
served  by  the  Council’s  own  works.  The  rapidly  increasing 
population  and  the  increased  daily  consumption  per  head  of 
water  has  resulted  in  a  decision  to  undertake  a  scheme  of 
major  improvements  designed  to  deal  with  these  problems  and 
also  that  of  obnoxious  odours  emanating  from  the  sludge  dry¬ 
ing  beds  and  which  affedt  the  houses  which  have  unfortunately 
been  erected  immediately  adjoining  the  boundary  of  the  works. 
This  scheme  has  now  received  Ministry  Approval  and  tenders 
are  being  invited. 

Forest  Town  Area 

This  area  is  drained  into  a  joint  scheme  with  disposal 
works  at  Edwinstowe  in  the  Southwell  Rural  District  Area. 
The  number  of  properties  connected  thereto  was  1,930  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  an  increase  of  366.  Housing  development  now 
taking  place  or  envisaged  will  necessitate  improvements  to  the 
main  trunk  sewer  and  the  Council’s  Civil  Engineering  Con¬ 
sultants  have  prepared  a  scheme  which  is  now  awaiting  Ministry 
Approval. 

Pleasley  Vale  Area  :- 

A  private  company  owning  large  fadtory  premises  and 
dwellings  in  this  area  have  provided  a  small  sewage  treatment 
plant.  Seventeen  houses  with  pail  closets  have  been 
demolished  during  the  year,  one  house  has  been  provided  with 
cesspool  dr  linage  and  the  remaining  12  houses  will  be  provided 
with  new  drainage  and  connected  to  this  sewage  works  with 
the  assistance  of  the  Council  in  the  form  of  a  Discretionary 
Grant. 
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The  following  new  sewers  were  laid  during  the  year  in 
connection  with  the  development  of  private  estates.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  salvage  and  refuse  is  carried 
out  under  the  control  of  your  Health  Department  using  two 
rear  loading  fore  and  aft  tipper  freighters  together  with  trail¬ 
ers  for  the  collection  of  salvage.  Farms  and  outlying  premises 
not  reached  by  made-up  roads  are  collected  by  a  7  cubic  yard 
side-loading  vehicle  purchased  in  1954. 

It  is  at  all  times  the  policy  of  the  department  to  maintain 
a  weekly  collection  but  the  constantly  expanding  housing  de¬ 
velopment,  periodic  shortage  of  labour  due  to  sickness  and 
vagaries  in  weather  conditions  all  have  a  direCt  and  adverse 
effect  and  during  the  winter  months  this  ideal  is  not  possible. 

The  question  of  long  term  disposal  has  been  eased  by  the 
purchase  of  a  worked  out  quarry  and  this  site  should  suffice 
the  tipping  needs  of  the  district  for  a  further  ten  to  fifteen 
years  and  thereafter  provide  a  valuable  open  space  for 
recreational  purposes. 

The  purchase  of  a  further  tipping  site  is  also  under  active 
consideration. 

For  the  fir&  time  since  1953  no  proceedings  have  been 
taken  against  persons  sorting  over  and  disturbing  refuse.  Sub¬ 
sequent  events  have  since  dispelled  the  thought  that  this 
offence  has  been  stamped  out. 

Salvage,  once  a  war-time  expedient,  has  now  become  an 
integral  part  of  the  Council's  public  cleansing  service.  Markets 
for  additional  items  of  salvage  are  continually  being  sought 
and  the  income  derived  from  sales  reduces  the  overall  co^t  of 
the  service  charged  to  the  General  Rate  Fund.  During  the 
year  ended  31st  March,  1962,  sales  amounted  to  £2,100.

Rodent  Control — Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

The  Council’s  duties  under  the  above  Act  continued  to  be 
carried  out  effectively  during  the  year  under  review.  Readiness  on 
the  part  of  occupiers  of  premises  to  report  any  infestations  imme¬ 
diately  they  arose  together  with  careful  survey  of  susceptible  prop¬ 
erties  again  combined  to  obviate  any  necessity  for  the  service  of 
notices  or  the  institution  of  legal  proceedings  as  empowed  by  the 
Act. 


I  have  mentioned  in  previous  reports  the  potential  danger  of 
the  spread  of  various  infections  by  rats  and  this  fact  has  been  par¬ 
ticularly  emphasized  during  the  year  under  report  when  ten  cases 
of  Weils  Disease  (Spirochaetal  Jaundice)  were  reported  in  this 
Region,  four  of  which  proved  fatal.  The  causative  organism  of  this 
disease  is  excreted  from  the  infected  rat  via  the  urine  and  may  in¬ 
fect  man  either  by  direct  entry  through  skin  abrasions  or  via  food 
contaminated  by  rat  urine.  It  is  particularly  important  that  all 
persons  working  in  areas  where  rats  may  be  prevalent  e.g.,  agri¬ 
cultural  and  colliery  workers  etc.,  should  wear  protective  clothing 
and  that  all  persons  when  handling  rats  either  alive  or  dead  should 
wear  gloves. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  continues  to 
play  a  valuable  part  in  the  field  of  rodent  control  by  periodically 
convening  meetings  of  Workable  Area  Committees  throughout  the 
Conn  try.  These  Committees  ,  are  composed  of  representatives  of 
neighbouring  Local  Authorities  who  can  meet  and  discuss  mutual 
problems  associated  with  the  work  and  also  gain  valuable  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  latest  progress  in  research  into  the  many  aspects  of 
Pest  Control.  This  Authority  has  been  regularly  represented 
throughout  the  year  upon  the  North  Nottinghamshire  Workable 
Area  Committee.

The  sewers  serving  the  District  continued  to  be  comparitively 
free  from  serious  infestation.  A  10  per  cent,  test  baiting  operation 
was  carried  our  on  the  main  system  serving  Forest  Town  and  gave 
further  indication  of  slight  infestation  of  the  sewers  in  the  Coron¬ 
ation  Drive  and  Langwell  Drive  Areas.  This  operation  was  followed 
up  by  a  thorough  treatment  of  every  sewer  branch  in  the  infested 
areas  using  Warfarin  in  the  form  of  a  prepared  sewer  bait  and  the 
treatment  was  continued  until  all  signs  of  rodent  activity  ceased. 


SMOKE  CONTROL 

No  measurement  of  atmospheric  pollution  is  undertaken  by 
the  Council. 

Pollution  from  industrial  chimneys  is  negligible  since  all  exist¬ 
ing  plants  are  capable  of  being  operated  smokelessly  either  being 
oil  fired  or  -  where  solid  bituminous  fuel  is  burned  -  being  fitted 
with  mechanical  stokers. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  domestic  chimney  is  th©  main 
source  of  pollution  in  this  Area  but  no  formal  consideration  was 
given  to  the  making  of  any  Smoke  Control  Orders  during  the  year 
under  report  mainly  since  the  problem  of  concessionary  coal  sup¬ 
plied  to  colliery  workers  domiciled  in  this  predominately  mining 
community  had  not  then  been  resolved. 

Numerous  smoke  observations  were  made  during  the  year  of 
the  several  industrial  plants  and  no  serious  contraventions  of  the 
Act  and  the  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  Regulations  were 
observed.

Amongst  the  more  unusual  requests  received  during  the  year 
for  help  and  advice  in  this  respect  were  several  appeals  from  resi¬ 
dents  of  the  Forest  Town  Area  for  advice  in  identifying  and  com¬ 
bating  large  numbers  of  the  St.  Marks  Fly  which  suddenly  made 
an  appearance  in  that  area  and  also  one  request  to  identify  and 
advise  upon  a  colony  of  mining  bees  that  had  established  them- 
selues  in  the  complainants  lawn. 

A  Public  Health  Inspector’s  duties  are  multifarious  in 
character  and  it  must  be  appreciated  that  whilst  every  effort  is 
made  to  give  “on  the  spot”  decisions  on  identifications  etc.,  we  are 
not  professional  entomologists.  There  have  been  occasions  during 
the  year  when  we  have  had  to  seek  confirmation  of  opinions  from 
other  professional  sources  and  1  would  like  to  take  this  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  recording  our  gratitude  for  all  help  so  given. 

SWIMMING  BATH. 

An  open  air  lido  comprising  a  swimming  bath,  learners  pool 
and  paddling  pool  has  been  constructed  by  private  enterprise  and 
although  completed  during  the  year  was  not  officially  opened.  The 
local  authority  has  been  consulted  at  all  stages  of  development, 

Mains  water  is  used  for  filling  and  the  plant  provides  for  a 
complete  change  every  six  hours  on  a  continuous  flow  and  treat¬ 
ment  consists  of  filtration,  chlorination  and  heating  of  the  water. 
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MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development,  I960. 

An  application  was  made  during  the  year  for  a  Licence  under 
the  provisions  of  tbe  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development 
Act,  1960,  to  use  land  adjacent  to  Old  Mill  Lane  as  a  Caravan 
Site.  The  applicant  had  previously  held  a  Licence  issued  under  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  in  respect  of  this  land  but  it  was  not 
possible  at  the  time  when  the  original  Licence  was  granted  to 
attach  any  conditions  thereto  outside  the  terms  of  reference  speci¬ 
fically  prescribed  within  the  Public  Health  Act,  namely,  conditions 
with  respect  to  the  number  and  classes  of  moveable  dwellings 
which  may  be  kept  on  the  site  at  any  one  time,  the  space  to  be 
kept  free  between  any  such  dwellings,  with  respect  to  water  supply 
and  for  securing  sanitary  conditions.  The  Caravan  Sites  and  Con¬ 
trol  of  Development  Act,  1960  gave  the  Licensing  Authority  greater 
scope  for  effecting  more  adequate  control  of  Caravan  Sites  in  that 
it  considerably  extended  the  prouisions  of  the  Act  of  1936  with 
regard  to  conditions  that  may  be  attached  to  Site  Licences.  It  was 
decided  that  no  useful  purpose  would  le  served  in  varying  the 
conditions  attached  to  the  previous  Licence  these  comparing  very 
favourably  with  the  Model  Standards  issued  by  the  Ministry  but 
it  was  decided  that  advantage  be  taken  of  the  principle  Act  to  in¬ 
corporate  several  propo  ^als  made  by  the  Area  Planning  Officer  with 
respect  to  the  provision  of  trees,  shrubs  and  garden  features  and  also 
several  conditions  relating  to  fire  precautions. 

The  site  which  will  eventually  accommodate  71  caravans  is 
now  developing  rapidly,  additional  toilet  facilities  have  been  pro¬ 
vided  together  with  bath-houses  and  a  site  shop.  It  is  equipped 
with  its  own  small-scale  sewage  purification  and  disposal  plant  and 
in  many  instances  has  a  supply  of  electric  power  to  each  van. 

There  were  no  new  applications  during  the  year  for  Licences 
for  individual  Caravans. 

SHOPS  ACT,  1950. 

Inspections  under  this  Act  are  recorded  as  visits  for  some 
other  purpose.  No  contraventions  were  observed  during  the  year. 

PETROLEUM!  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACT,  1928. 

The  Council  issued  28  Licences  authorising  the  storage  of  44,750 
gallons  of  petroleum  spirit  and  petroleum  mixtures. 


OFFENSIYE  TRADES. 

One  factory  in  the  District  carries  on  the  trades  of  gut  scraper, 
fat  and  tallow  melter  and  extractor.  The  production  of  organic 
feeding  stuff  and  fertilizers  and  the  separation  of  any  inedible  oils 
and  fats  from  the  waste  parts  of  animal  carcases  necessitates  the 
rendering  of  the  waste  materials  by  steam  heating  and  the  gasses 
from  this  process  can  cause  serious  nuisance  to  the  residents  of  the 
neighbourhood  unless  some  form  of  control  is  exercised. 

Your  Department  have  continued  to  keep  these  premises  under 
constant  surveillance  and,  as  in  previous  years,  the  firm  concerned 
has  made  every  effort  to  minimise  the  emission  of  offensive  gasses 
and  have  at  all  times  co-operated  in  the  fullest  possible  way  with 
the  Officers  of  your  Department.  A  close  watch  is  constantly  being 
kept  on  new  development  in  the  field  of  industrial  malodour  prob¬ 
lems  and  every  effort  is  being  made  to  improve  conditions  in  this 
respect. 

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT,  1958 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  the  following  Licences  were

RENT  ACT,  1957. 

This  Act,  like  those  it  has  replaced,  is  already  beginning  to 
fall  into  disuse  and  intervention  by  the  Local  Authority  is  required 
less  and  less.  This  intervention  is  only  required  where  the  landlord 
and  tenant  have  failed  to  reach  agreement  in  the  matter  of  repair  or 
where  either  the  landlord  or  tenant  require  impartial  evidence,  in 
the  form  of  a  Certificate,  as  to  the  remedying  of  defects. 

The  assumption  is,  that  in  return  for  an  increased  rent,  a 
satisfactory  standard  of  repair  and  decoration  has  been  obtained. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  standard  will  be  maintained.  Where  a 
landlord  fails  to  fulfil  his  obligations  in  this  respect,  an  agrieved 
tenant  of  a  controlled  house  can  at  any  time,  as  a  first  step,  serve 
a  Form  G  being  a  "Notice  by  Tenant  to  Landlord  of  Defects  of 
Repair”  and  by  implementing  the  full  procedure  of  the  Act  secure 
either  the  repair  of  the  house  or  a  reduction  of  rent.

The  latter  part  of  1960  saw  the  completion  of  the  Ministry’s 
plan  to  eradicate  bovine  tuberculosis  in  Great  Britain.  Evidence 
of  the  success  of  this  campaign  was  noticeable  in  the  slaughter¬ 
houses  of  this  District  even  in  that  year  and  particularly  so  during 
the  year  under  report  when  only  0.25  per  cent,  of  all  beasts  in¬ 
spected  were  found  to  be  affected  by  bovine  tuberculosis  as  op¬ 
posed  to  15.2  per  cent,  in  1956.  It  is  also  interesting  to  record  that 
of  the  4  beasts  found  to  be  so  affected  during  the  year  3  ha  d  only 
recently  been  imported  into  the  Country. 

1961  saw  the  acceptance  of  the  Council’s  Report  on  Slaughter¬ 
house  Facilities  within  the  Urban  District,  a  report  required  by 
the  terms  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958,  and  submitted  in  the 
Autumn  of  1960.  The  Report  was  accepted  without  modification 
and  the  day  appointed  for  the  Construction  Regulations  to  come 
into  force  within  this  District  was  fixed  as  the  1st  day  of  July,  1961. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  the  Owners  of  the  two  licensed 
slaughterhouses  in  the  District  complied  fully  with  the  require¬ 
ments  of  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  to  secure  that  their  prem¬ 
ises  were  brought  up  to  the  required  standard  by  the  Appointed 
Day  although  many  of  the  works  required  involved  considerable 
capital  outlay  on  their  part.

Food  Hygiene. 

Your  Department  has  endeavoured  to  carry  out  constant 
routine  inspections  throughout  the  year  of  all  food  premises  within 
the  area  of  the  Authority. 

It  is  pleasing  to  observe  that  less  compulsion  is  required  to 
secure  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations.  Most  traders  are  becoming  increasingly  aware  that  it 
is  in  their  own  interests  to  maintain  a  consistently  high  standard 
of  general  hygiene  within  their  premises  since  the  modern  house¬ 
wife  is  quick  to  take  her  custom  elsewhere  should  the  standard  of 
cleanliness  be  noticeably  below  average. 

What  few  contraventions  of  the  Regulations  that  were  found 
were  all  dealt  with  by  informal  action.

During  the  year  attention  was  again  paid  to  the 
hygiene  of  g'ass  and  dish-washing  in  catering  establishments. 
The  fourteen  unsafisfactory  swabs  were  from  three  premises, 
the  general  hygiene  of  which  was  otherwise  of  a  very  high 
standard.  In  one  case  ^trudtural  alterations  resulted  in  satis¬ 
factory  results  and  in  the  other  two  cases  detailed  investi¬ 
gations  revealed  faulty  methods  which  when  corrected,  pro¬ 
duced  the  desired  results.

ICE  CREAM. 

Bacteriological  Examination  of  Samples. 

During  the  year  5  samples  of  ice-cream  were  sent  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Nottingham,  where  they  were  submitted 
to  this  form  of  methylene  blue  test  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health.

Samples  placed  in  grades  1  and  2  are  regarded  as  satis¬ 
factory  and  samples  placed  in  grades  3  and  4  unsatisfactory. 
This  interpretation  of  the  results  is  subject  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health’s  suggestion  that  owing  to  numerous  factors  governing 
the  hygienic  quality  of  ice-cream,  it  is  unwise  to  pay  too  much 
attention  to  the  bacteriological  results  of  any  given  sample. 
Judgement  should  be  based  rather  on  a  series  of  samples,  and 
it  is  suggested  that  over  a  period  50%  of  a  vendor’s  samples 
should  be  grade  1,  80%  grades  1  and  2,  not  more  than  20% 
grade  3  and  none  should  be  grade  4. 


WATER  ICES. 


This  term  has  in  the  past  covered  confections  consisting  mainly 
of  water  with  the  addition  of  acid*  sweetening,  colouring  and  flavour¬ 
ing,  having  little  food  value  and  being,  in  our  experience,  innocuous. 
More  recently  they  have  become  more  complex  by  the  coating  with 
ice-cream,  chocolate,  nuts,  fruit  and  other  ingredients  and 
thereby  more  liable  to  contamination.  Once  a  retailer  is  aware 
that  the  Department  is  paying  particular  attention  to  a  specific 
product  he  co-operates  by  ceasing  to  sell  that  product  until  he  is 
satisfied  as  to  its  purity. 

During  the  year  12  samples  of  water-ice  were  sent  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Nottingham  and  the  following  table 
gives  the  results  of  the  tests  applied  to  them.

The  four  unsatisfactory  samples  were  all  from  one  source  and 
these  results  were  referred  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the 
district  concerned  for  investigation. 


The  pH  value  of  all  the  water-ices  made  locally  was  satisfactory’ 
this  indicates  that  the  acidity  of  the  produce  was  sufficient  to 
retard  the  multiplication  of  pathogenic  organism. 


The  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  are  the  sampling  authority 
for  this  district  and  the  following  particulars  have  been  supplied 
by  Mr.  T.  L.  E.  Gregory,  Chief  Inspector. 

Ill  food  samples  were  taken,  110  of  which  were  genuine. 

The  manufacturer  of  the  sub-standard  product  was  prosecuted 
and  found  guilty,  being  fined  £15  plus  £3-5-0  costs.
